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Quiet town life threatened by airport 


Peotone airfield has benefits, but the way of life of Iroquois County is sure to change 


I grew up in Iroquois Coun- 
ty, about 80 miles south of 
Chicago. We lived in a farm 
house, but my parents weren’t 
farmers. My mom was a 
school teacher and my dad 
worked in a factory in Kanka- 
kee and delivered gasoline to 
farmers for Phillips 66 

My mom’s brother, Kenny, 
who is now 51, went to a one- 
room, country schoolhouse in 
Milks Grove Township when 
he was a boy. Their nearest 
neighbor had no indoor toilet 
until at least the late 1970s. 

Some might call Iroquois 
County “backwards,” but it 
was (and still is to this day) 
just a place full of hard-work- 
ing, conservative farmers who 
are skeptical of most change. 

I reported to First Grade at 
Clifton Elementary School in 
1968 and discovered, to my 
dismay, that I was the first 
boy to wear bangs in anyone’s 
memory. Even one of the 
“lunch ladies” taunted me. I 
got a crew cut a few months 
later, but I hated it and I've 
had a real dislike for haircuts 
ever since. 

Living in rural Illinois had 
its drawbacks, but overall it 
was a peaceful place to raise 
a child. The schools were 
good, there was zero crime 
and the vexing problems rag- 
ing through the rest of the 








planet never seemed to light 





upon our little world. We had 
no war protestors (on either 
side), no black nationalists 
(blacks had their own little 
town a few miles up the road 
that nobody ever talked 
about), no drug “"problem’’ 
(except for booze). 

We got most of our news 
about the world’s continual 
crises from Chicago ~ the cen- 
ter of several crises of its own 
- but that 80-mile buffer 
between us and the city might 
as well have been 800. We 
lived in a totally different 
world. We could barely see a 
glow from Chicago’s lights in 
the night sky to the north, but 
that was the extent of the 
city’s influence on Iroquois 
County 

Well, the nighttime glow 
from the city is a lot brighter 
these days and it takes up 4 
whole lot more sky. The 
Chicago region began moving 
south in earnest earlier this 
decade.

Money down the drain 
Every year, the average 
American family wastes 
around 32,000 gallons of 
water. That’s the volume of 
a medium-sized swimming 
pool. Most of that waste 
occurs in the bathroom, 
sometimes because we leave 
the water running without 
thinking (do we really need 
to let it run the whole time 
while we're brushing our 
teeth?). Other times, the 
water and money is draining 


away without us even

® excessive lawn-watering 
Hosin’ Around the Yard It 
takes 660 gallons to water a 
typical 1,000 square-foot 
lawn with 1 inch of water, 
the same amount of water 
you use inside your house in 
a week. It’s easy to cut this 
in half and save money by 
remembering these basics: 

© Use the right 
equipment. While most 
sprinklers do a pretty good 
jee. there isa difference in 

ose nozzles. When you're 
washing the car or spraying 
your garden, a pistol-type 
nozzle is best because you 


can adjust the flow rate or 
stop it completely to answer 
the phone or chat with a 
nei ir 

® Set a schedule. Your 
lawn doesn’t need dousing 
every day. Watering every 
other day is fine, especially 
if you do it in the early 
morning or evening when 
the sun won't evaporate the 
water before it can soak in. 


© Maximize water usage 
If you have a smaller lawn 
and more plants, you should 
use irrigation hoses. These 
target smaller amounts of 
water right at the root level 
of your garden. Mulching 
around trees and shrubs also 
will maximize your water 
usage by retacing the 
amount of water lost 
through evaporation 
Additionally, recycling 
rainwater from roof 





downspouts for watering 
your garden will help you 
cut back. 

Go with the flow 

Indoors, you can start 
saving water immediately 
by tackling one of the 
biggest water-wasters first 
— your toilet. 

If your old one has had it, 
buy a new low-flow model 
These toilets use about 1.5 
gallons per flush, as opposed 
to the standard version that 
sinks 4 gallons per use. 

Otherwise, try these 
methods for conserving 
water and saving money in 
the bathroom: 

Install a toilet dam to 
reduce the holding capacity 
of your tank and use less 
water per flush. No need for 
a plumber or fancy 
contraption from the 
hardware store. 


Just use an old 1/2-gallon 
plastic soda bottle. it 
with water and drop it in the 
tank, but be sure to leave at 
least 3 gallons of water, or 
you might be plunging until 
next spring. 

© Leaks and drips from 
your toilet add up. A 
running toilet can waste up 
to 100 gallons a day, and 
jiggling the handle only is a 
short-term fix 

Get the right replacement 
parts (usually just a new 
flange) and do the job in 
less than 10 minutes. 


© Some leaks from the 
tank to the bowl are slower 
and quieter. Here’s a tip on 
how to check for slow leaks 
squeeze a couple drops of 
food coloring into the tank, 
then wait. If color appears 
in the bowl, you're sitting on 
a problem. 








® Just like it’s a good 
idea to inspect a car’s 
belts and hoses, 
occasionally should check all 
the plumbing connections. 

If you don’t have plumbing 
tools, pe jawed vise-grip 
locking pliers let you get 
around aul the various-sized 
pipes and couplings, and will 
make freeing frozen or 
rusted bolts easier. Be sure 
to check basins, sinks and 
all pipe connections in the 
basement. 

A waste of energy 

Hot water accounts for 
almost 20 percent of energy 
lost in the home, and about 
half of that is from shower 
use. Most showers run at 
around 5 gallons per minute, 
which is twice as much 
water (and energy) as you 
could be using. 

Check your flow rate by 


running the shower into a 
measurable bucket for 30 
seconds and doubling the 
Measurement. Any good 
plumbing-fixture store will 
carry 2.5-gallon shower 
heads to cut the flow and 
Save you money. 

Don't forget your faucets, 
either. 

Installing faucet aerators 
effectively halves the 
volume of water but adds 
bubbles so that the flow 
appears the same. And, if 
you run the dishwasher or 
clothes washer without a full 
load, it’s like pouring money 
and water down the drain 

Making plans and taking 
precautions to save water 
around the home and yard 
may seem like a headache, 
but it won't hurt nearly so 
much as a big water bill at 
the end of summer. 











Waterproofing basement proves 


Waterproofing your 
basement is a smart and 
rewarding 
home-improvement project, 
as it creates new, usable 
space where you can set up 

= playroom, spare bedroom, 
hobby room or workshop. 

It also is fairly simple and 
imexpensive, but you need to 
understand the steps and 
tools required to do the job 
right. This isn’t the type of 
project you want to do 
repair work on down the 
road. 

Bondex International, a 
leading manufacturer of 
waterproofing products, 
outlines the following basic 
steps that are involved: 


© Direct water away from 
the outside of the house. 

Before beginning work on 
the inside of your house, 
make sure all outside 
gutters and drains are free 
of leaves and debris. 

Check for any leaks in 
downspouts and between 
gutter seams. 

Be sure rainwater is not 
being trapped near the 
foundation, and that water 
easily flows away from the 
house. 

Water pressure, 
sometimes referred to as 
hydrostatic pressure, is 
caused by water being 
trapped between the soil and 


outside wall, pushing against 
the foundation, and entering 
through the basement’s 
foundation wall. 

If necessary, fill in low 
spots around the foundation 
with gravel and soil, caulk 
around basement windows, 
extend downspouts, and 
replace broken splash 
blocks. 


© Clean basement walls 
and plug holes or cracks to 
stop the flow of running 
water. 

Use a cleaning solution 
and a wire brush to remove 
all dust, dirt and grease 
from the walls. Scrape away 
all loose mortar. 

Repair holes and cracks 
with hydraulic cement. This 
product expands in the hole 
or crack for a tight seal and 
sets very quickly, within five 
minutes . 

It can be used to stop the 
flow of running water even 
when water pressure exis(S 
behind the wall 


© Clean efflorescence off 
the walls. 

After all cracks, holes and 
defects have been patched, 
inspect the walls for any 
white or grayish powder on 
the surface. This is known 
as efflorescence and is the 
residue from soluble salts 
being forced through the 


wall by water pressure. 

It is very important to 
remoye efflorescence before 
applying a waterproof paint, 
so that it doesn’t interfere 
with adhesion of the paint 
Use a concrete cleaning and 
etching compound, following 
Package directions carefully. 

Twelve ounces of crystals 
dissolved in 1 gallon of 
warm water usually will 
remove the powder. Scrub 
the solution on the walls 
with a stiff bristle scrub 
brush, rinse arid let dry 
completely before applying 
paint. 

Eye protection and rubber 
gloves are recommended. 


© Paint the walls with a 
protective paint. Paint 
clean, bare concrete walls 
with a waterproof coating, 
again, sollowing Feceaee 
directions carefull

The only ‘stars’ likely to be 
recognized by American audiences are 
Samuel L. Jackson as a violin expert 
who becomes enamored of the 
legendary instrument and Greta 
Scacchi as the romance writer and 
muse to an unconventional violinist 
(Jason Flemyng) in 19th-century 
England. But all of the performances 
are expert, , 

The story, written by Canadian 
director Francois Girard and Don 
McKellar, begins in 17th-century Italy 
where a noted violin maker, Nicolo 
Bussotti (Carlo Cecchi), creates his 
masterpiece, a perfect violin intended 
as a gift for his unborn son. But the 
future of the baby and of Bussotti’s 
beautiful wife (Irene Grazioli) are 
shadowed by tragedy predicted by a 
fortune teller (Anita Laurenzi) whose 
readings of tarot cards are a unifying 
thread of the movie. 

With the death of Bussotti’s dream, 
the Red Violin, so named for its unique 
varnish color, begins its journey across 
continents, showing up first in Vienna

ata monastery where monks train 
orphan boys as violinists. There, it is 
assigned to an angelic 6-year-old 
prodigy, Kaspar Weiss, portrayed by 
real-life violin prodigy, Christoph 
Konez. The small boy turns out to be a 
genius and is adopted by a French 
music master, providing another short 
film-within-a-film 

Eventually, the violin falls into the 
hands of Gypsies who take it to 
England where it inspires the virile 
virtuoso Frederick Pope (Flemyng). It 
then makes its way to°Shanghai and 
becomes a political hot potato in 
China's cultural evolution 

Each story allows for violin solos, 
performed by acclaimed musician 
Joshua Bell. The London Philharmonic 
Orchestra, conducted by Esa-Pekka 
Salonen, plays John Corigliano’s 
haunting score for the movie. 

The violin’s ultimate arrival at a 
prestigious auction’ house in 
present-day Montreal is telegraphed 
throughout the film as we see a 
high-stakes auction, in repeated 
flashbacks. In yet another subplot, 
Jackson, in a virtuoso performance of 
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his own, is the violin expert pra in 
to authenticate the Red Violin. When 
he concludes that he has found : 
perfection and unravels the violin’s f 
shocking mystery through use of 
computers and DNA testing, he faces 
an ethical crisis that provides the 
film’s grand finale 
Girard first drew attention last year 
with his “Thirty-Two Short Films 
About Glenn Gould.” His early 
background was in filming , 
architecture, dance and music, which 
explains the exquisite look and sound 
of this movie ; 
Production designer Francois Seguin, 
photography director Alain Dostie and 
costume designer Renee April have 
crafted scenes that are vivid paintings 
of each era. 
“The Red Violin” was produced by 
Niv Fichman and is being released by 
New Line International Releasing, 
Channel Four films and Telefilm ; 
Canada. Released without a rating, this 
movie has brief nudity, a whimsical 
sex scene and little violence. A bit too 
sophisticated for young children. 
Running time: 126 minutes. 
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“Tea With Mussolini’’ is a 
sweet and lovely film, a tale 
told with warm nostalgia, 


. hampered only by its lack of 


focus and rambling story. 

The film centers around an 
ensemble of older aristocratic 
British women in the 1930s, 
who have wholeheartedly 
adopted the romantic Italian 
countryside as their home. 
They live as an enclave of 
ey eee on the crowded 
Italian streets, insisting on 
adherence to strict British 
customs (‘Here we have tea 
promptly at four, not at 
quarter-past’*). Their adoration 
of Titian and Michaelangelo 
does not extend to learning a 
word of Italian or interacting 
with the local peasantry, who 
call them the ‘‘Scorpioni’”’ for 
their scathing wit. 

These women are an eclectic 
bunch — Arabella (Judi 
Dench) is an eccentric artist 
who acts out performances of 
poetry and insists on the 
company of her pa she 

aints in the cathedral. Lady 

ester, (Maggie Smith), the 
aristocratic grande dame of 
the group, manages to mention 
her Tate usband’s ambassador 
status in every sentence. And 
the group is rounded out by 
two Americans, the flamboyant 
Elsa (Cher) and her friend, 
Georgie (Lily Tomlin). 

Mary (Joan Plowright), the 
only one who seems to have a 
job, works as a secretary for 
an Italian businessman. But 











her boss begins to push her 
into tutoring his illegitimate 
son, Luca (Charlie Lucas). She 
does not want the job, and 
would much rather the father 
take responsibility. 

But the child’s mother is 
dead, the father finds the son 
an embarassment, his new 
wife hisses cruelly that the 
child is a bastard, and Luca's 
school appears to be a dismal 
orphanage. Reluctantly, she 
takes in the child, and enlists 
the help of the other women. 

As in another recent movie, 
“The Harmonists,”’ the movie 
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shows how deeply people can 
be convinced that their world 
is unassailable. These 
characters have a blithe 
innocence of the reality around 
them that becomes truly 
pitiable. 

“Tea With Mussolini,” like 
the superior ‘Cinema 
Paradiso” or “Radio Days,” is 
a gentle and lovely film, 
supposedly based on Zeffirelli’s 
own memories of wartime, and 
told with a warm nostalgia. 
For viewers satisfied with a 
series of beautiful, anecdotal 
scenes, this will be a movie to 
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treasure. 

Some viewers will be 
annoyed by the swings in focus 
and tone. With a less muddled 
story, this could have been a 











truly great film — it's great to 
look at and has a dream team 

of actresses. Others, content to 
be carried along with the film, 
will find it a charming piece of 
entertainment. | 
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
